PARIS, April 4. (AP) — 


The people of France today 
poured out unbounded trib- 
ute to the memory of Myron 
T. Herrick, beloved Ameri- 
can ambassador who 
so 


greatly endeared himself to 
the hearts of all Frenchmen 
in the World war. 


Gathered around his bier 
drap- 


ed witn the stars and stripes in the 
.American embassy, the French cab- 
inet, the army, the diplomatic corps 
and many Americans now in Paris 
paid their last farewell to the late 
American ambassador. 


No more notable gathering ever 


paid respects to the memory of a 
foreigned in the French capital. 
With the exceptions 
of Marshal 


Joffre and Lyautey, too aged to 
expose themselves to fatigue, all 
the leaders of the French army 
were present, including such not- 
ed figures as Petain, Franchet D" 
Esperey, Gouraud, Duball and Las- 
son. Members of the government 
were there in full/headed by Pre- 
mier Poincare and Foreign Minis- 
ter Briand. 
The ceremony at the 
embassy 


was one of simplicity. 
Fershing Pays Tribute. 
j General John J. Pershing, was 
the first to say goodbye to the am- 
bassador in a touching 
manner. 


The general painted Ambassador 
Herrick; sp faithfully, that many 
eyes were wet as his voice vibrat- 
ed with .unmistakeable signs of his 
own emotion. 
Count Qulnones De Leon, 
the 


"^y ianlsh ambassador, who repres- 
"•nted the diplomatic corps as its 
dean, next spoke, and told of the 
qualities of loyalty and patriotism 
which had made Ambassador Her- 
ricks work so faithful. 
Premier Poincare, who 
spoke 
last, surpassed himself. In the pres- 
ence of the body of the American 
ambassador who had hau conversa- 
tions of the greatest consequences 
•with him in 1914 and whom he had 
always recognized as one of the 
best friends of France, 
the pre- 
mier's voice lost the sharp and 


•Ispmetimes rasping accents usual to 
.'•him in political speeches. 


Religious Ceremony Simple. 


The cortege to the American pro- 
cathedral and the religious cere- 
mony there were in keeping with 
the program at the embassy. All 
was of utmost simplicity with an 
impression of grandeur and heart- 
felt sincerity. Among those at the 
church was Elihu Root who joined 
the pallbearers there. 
J. P. Morgan, unable to attend

and filter them out on markets so 
as to maintain a constant prive 
level 


But there is still a major differ- 


ence as to how the cost of con- 
trolling surpluses is to be met, and 
in this connection the debenture 
plan advocated for many years by 
the national grange appears to be 
arousing considerable 
interest in 


and out of the committee. Some 


who favored the equalization 
fee 


provision of the twice-vetoed Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill are looking into 
the plan because they foel a speci- 
fic method of meeting the cost of 
controlling surpluses must he set 
down If the whole plan of farm re- 
lief is to succeed. 


The new McNary bill, which is 


generally 
regarded as providing 


what the administration wants in 
the way of farm relief, makes no 
provision for the functions which 
the equalization fo? was intended 
to serve. 
It provides for govern- 


ment loans to stabilization agencies 
with which to buy up 
surpluses, 


and the assumption is that if the 
agencies should lose money, they 
would not be required to pay back 
the full amounts borrowed.

days reading modern books and In 
listening to up-to-date philosophi- 
cal discussions. Most of them are 


sing the great truths of the tim- 
Behind and beneath all 
the 
1 clack and clatter of our day's pro- 


fessional debate upon morals and 
religion and sociology there 
is 


sweeping an immense tide of pop- 
ular concern about God and the 
soul of man. 


In a recent article, the Archbish- 


op of York says: 'There is a great 


. movement In the religious word 


today, especially perhaps In Ger- 


-4r many, toward the reassertion 
of 
^ the unutterable majesty of God. 
That He is the 
one ultimate 


truth; of all else we can only say 
that for His pleasure they are. 
and Were created. His sovereign 
will Is the source of all existence 
and of all value. Our duty Is to 
recognize His will and obey it." 
The Vision that Makes Prophets 


That is the great idea 
which 


made Isaiah the greatest of all 
prophets. He caught '.a glimpse of 
the Ineffable majesty and might of 
God. 
From that truth of God's be- 


ing and sovereignty derived all of 
his message to his times, and to the 
succeeding world. 


Here is a truth to grasp by the 


handle. Professional thinkers and 


. teachers are all going mad over the 


notion of the supremacy and di- 
vinity of human personality. Mod- 
ern education is being recast to 
the conception that the teacher's 
one work is to give the pupil's per- 
sonality a. chance to develop. Liber- 
ty is supplanting law In the theo- 
ry of pedagogy. The 
Ten 
Com- 


mandments are not as important 
according to the prevailing fashion, 
as the whims and impulses of the 
child. 


Again this cult there is a fleep 


revolt among the men and women 
who do real thinking in the light 
of their experience of actual life. 
They know themselves and thev 
know human nature. 
Therefore 


they are clamoring for more of 
authority In all realms of life, and 
especially in the department 
of 


ethics and of spiritual experience. 


This 
unleashed 
individualism 


which has of late been popular 
has produced anarchy and misery 
in many spheres. It has crowded 
our courts with criminals, 
our 


schools with melancholy 
experi- 


mentlsts, our social circles with in- 
citers and supporters of bootleg- 
gers, the business world with a 
cult of "get-rich-quick-regardless" 
and our supposedly intellectual cir- 
cles with irresponsible freaks. 
. Concerned and scared, the aver- 
jUge man and woman are turning 


yearningly toward God and 
the 


moral law. A sense of His authori- 
ty, of His right and of His will, is 
bringing us toward the 
Isaiah 


mood of awe for the holiness of the 
Sovereign Jehovah. In that direc- 
«. . tion alone lies -rescue from moral 


ster. We have been cultivating 


the enlarged ego; worshipping the 
'perpendicular 
pronoun; 
crying 


"Great is Man!" Now, we need 


to fall prostrate before the sub- 
lime majesty of the 
Lord 
Most 


High, and cry "Holy! Holy! Holy!" 
Human Cockiness vs. Divine Right 


Something of a sense of humor 


creeps into a contemplation of the 
cockiness of modern teachers and 
the humility of great Isaiah. This 
increases as we survey the con- 
tent of the contrasted messages. 
The Hobrew prophet 
is still 
a 


trumpet voice of the ages, and his 
words ore 
today 
fetllizing 
the 


minds of mankind; whereas our 
too-vocal professors would like us 
to forget what they said yesterday; 
as we obligingly do. There Is hope 
and courage and cheer and Inspir- 
ation in the utterances of the son 
of Amoz; results which no one 
claims for the "new" philosophies 
of our day. 


Isaiah was overwhelmed 
by a 


consciousness of his own unworth- 
Iness, crying "Woe is me, for I am 
undone!" Every man who beholds 
the holiness of God is bowed down 
into deepest humility by the sense 
of his own unfitness. Thus he is 
made ready to become a herald of 
the Divine Right of the Deity to 
order human life and to require 
obedience. Only the lowly 
may 


serve the Most High God. Every 
true prophet knows himself, not 
as able, but as enabled. The fire of 
his purged lips is from a heaven- 
ly altar. Spiritual vision sees first 
of all the greatness and glory of 
Jehovah. 


Any religious experience which 


does not eventuate in duty done is 
unlikely to be valid. "Here am I, 
send me!" is the cry of the servant 
who has seen the King. To become 
His messenger, His word-carrier, 
His errand-runner thenceforth 
is 


the whole of life's mission. Would 
we have a revival of religion? It 
can come—aye, we may say it is 
coming, along the way indicated 
by the Archbishop of York—only by 
a conviction of the character and 
greatness of God. 


What Mokes a Prophet? 


A prophet 
is one who speaks 


forth the highest truth he knows. 
A few evenings ago a group of men 
were gathered at dinner, to hear 
an address by a famous psycholog- 
ist, who, In the somewhat technical 
terms of a schoolman, talked about 
the six sides of human 
life and 


their consequences Upon conduct, 
especially in youth. 
Like many 


modern sientific 
presentations, it 


was wholly materialistic and fatal- 
istic and depressing. 
After per- 
functory expressions 
of pleasure. 


the gathering was about to break 
up, when one man asked, "Profes- 
sor, what place do you accord 
to 


religion in influencing character?" 


"None," replied the psychologist 


magisterially; "up to twelve years 
of age a child has no experience of 
religion, and it does not affect his 
character at all." 
"Let me tell you a story," con- 


tinued his questioner. "TVhen t was 
ten years of age, I met with 
a 


dreadful accident"—and . he gave 
the details-rand 6y all the lawn of 
probability, I should have died in 
that remote field and my bones 
have been picked by the crows and 


Ithe turkey buzzards and insects. 
But I prayed God to send some one 
that way, and I promised Him that 
if I1 was found, and recovered, I 
would live only for Him. 
After 


five hours, a peruon who had nev- 
er crossed that field before, and 
did not know why he crossed 
it 
that time, found me, and brought 
help: Several times before they got 
me home they stopped the wagon :o 
let me die In quiet. The physician 
at first did not attempt to treat my 
wounds, because I was dying. 
1 


alone knew that I would no.t die, 
and that God and I had a compact. 
Because of that childhood exper- 
ience, my life since has been spent 
In Christian service. 


"Now what do you say 
about 


that?" 
Because he Is an honest scien- 


tist, the professor 
admitted 
the 


the evidence as wholly valid, but at- 
tributed it somewhat to precocity! 
He could not quite forego his gen- 
eralization. 


However, the discussion was on, 


other men came forward with their 
views, and before the evening was 
over the psychologist's mechanistic 
views had been obscured by a great 
body of reality. Yet had not one 
man spoken forth the truth that 
was in him, the evening 
would 


have counted against the supreme 
reality. Whoever witnesses to his 
deepest experience and highest con- 
viction is a prophet. 


A Real Man In Terrible Times 
•As in most Bible messages, there 


is a geographical and historical as- 
pect to this lesson. It befell in the 
tragic times ofJHezeklah, when As- 
syria and Egypt were 
contending 


for world supremacy across the lit- 
tle bridge country of Judea. 
The 


Bible record is cororborated by the 
monuments. 
The story Is written 


in stone, as well as on parchment. 
It was a real 
historic 
tragedy 


which engrossed Isaiah. 
What complicated the problem. 


and brought ultimate disaster, was 
that the Jews counted largely up- 
on Egypt and Assyria as factors, 
and upon their own favored posi- 
tion, but left God out of the ac- 
count. They did not see that the 
morals and religion of the people 
rad anything to do with national 
destiny; whereas these really were 
the 
determinative 
factors. 
No 


problem, yesterday, today, or to- 
mororw. is ever solved aright un- 
less God is taken into the reckon- 
ing.

FEWER ONE-ROOM 


SCHOOLS. 


In the modern school sys- 


tem the trend is toward 
elimination of the "little red 
schoolhouse." These little 
one room schools of the ru- 
ral districts, which were so 
large a factor in the devel- 
opment of American civili- 
zation and so generally held 
in affection, are slipping be- 
hind in the march of pro- 
gress. Each year witnesses 
abandonment of 
5,000 of 


them. 


Consolidated schools are 


supplanting the one-room 
school, each one of the for- 
mer taking the place of sev- 
eral of the latter. 
Though 


great credit is due the "lit- 
tle red schpolhouse," it was 
rot«s efficient an education- 
al machine as this new in- 
stitution with its supervisor 
ard teachers trained in uni- 
versities and normal schools, 
the most modern of school 
buildings and equipment, 
and educational standards 
on a par with those of the 
large town. The one-room 
school served its purpose 
well, but its successor is 
more in keeping with the de- 
mands of modern times. 


Consolidated schools are 


possible only because of im- 
proved 
year-round 
high- 


ways, greater rural prosper- 
ity and the 
awakening of 


rural America to the need of 
education. Each of these 
imposing structures 
is 
a 


monument to the desire for 
knowledge and appreciation 
of the value of education 
which are 
evident among 


the people living close to 
the soil. 


DESPOILERS. 


It is easier to exterminate 


the boll weevil than to get 
rid of the road side vandals; 
the motorists and hikers 
who "make the wild flowers 
wild," who raid every deli- 
cate plant that blossoms, 
break shrubs, rob the farmer 
of the fruits of Ms toil and 
litter every pleastant spot 
with their picnic debris.

Another disastrous- flood 


has been playing havoc in 
the South. This time the 
danger from an unsuspected 
quarter and found the inun- 
dated territory wholly un- 
prepared. 


The Mississippi — Father 


of Waters—the Ohio, the 
Allegheny, the M i s s o u r i 
and other great rivers have 
been overflowing their banks 
since time immemorial and 
are expected to do so at 
least once a year. But lazy 
streams like the Pea river, 
White Water creek, Big 
creek and the Chocawat- 
chee river have no such vio- 
lent and vagrant habits, in 
consequence of which a sud- 
den rampage on their par,t 
can cause more damage to 
an unwarned region than 
the swollen Mississippi can 
cause to its shore dwellers 
who have learned ever to be 
on the alert for rising wa- 
ters.

If their par- 
ents consent, girls of 12 may 
still be legally wed in Colo- 
rado, Florida, Idaho, Louis-

BACKS PLAN OF PERMITTING 
PAYING TAXES TWICE YEARLY 


The suggested legislative propos- 


ftl of permitting property owners to 
pay 
their 
taxes 
seml-annually 


should prove a distinct conven- 
ience to many taxpayers and re- 
sult probably in somewhat less de- 
linquency, according to W. F. Scale 
: city tax assessor and collector. 


Mr. £$oale discussed thp matter 


recently in connection with the re- 
cent approval of the directors of 
the Corsicana Chamber of Com- 
merce to a movement sponsored by 
several 
Texas citicT 
seeking 
to 


have a bill permitting two tax-pay- 
ing periods annually resuhmitted 
to the called session of the legisla- 
ture by the governor. 


Since the financing of municipal 


governments is of such extreme 
importance, methods 
Incident to 


tax collection and assessment ace 
engaging tho attention of men in 
this work throughout the country, 
explained 
Mr. 
Scale. 
Just as 


methods of 
business 
have been 


mntle efficient and have been 
im- 


proved to meet modern complicat- 
ed demands, so experienced men 
in municipal fiscal affairs are com- 
piling and exchanging the results 
of their experience. 


Mr. Scale added that the con- 


census of opinion among students 
of tax matters was that the two 
installment plan is working out ex- 
tremely satisfactorily. 


While the 
privilege 
of paying 


taxes in two 
equal 
installments 


would increase the clerical work 
somewhat in the tax office this ad- 
ditional work could 
be handled 


without extra expense, he explain- 
ed. Mr. Scale pointed out that the 
Government recognized the 
con- 


venience to the taxpayer of the in- 
stallment plan by permitting the 
income tax to be paid in install- 
ments. 


This proposal touches the heart 


of the problems of the tax collect- 
or's office. 
Every efficient col- 


lector seeks primarily the equitable 
assessment 
of 
taxes, 
the least 


amount of delinquencies, with the 
greatest amount 
of convenience 


and satisfaction to trie taxpayer. 


Since the modern city budget Is 


based usually upon the expectation 
nf reasonably complete tax collec- 
tion, It can be readily seen that if 
ten percent of the city's taxes .are 
not collected, the city's expected in- 
come is reduced by ten percent and 
a deficit, or a crippled operation in 
some department may result. This 
places a still greater burden on the 
paying taxpayers , continued Mr. 
Scale 
Anything which seeks to 


make more complete the enforce- 


ment of the collection of taxes, 
through a greater convenience to 
the payer works to the benefit of 
the city generally. 


There la no subject of possibly 


more interest to the average citi- 
zen than that of taxeo, added Mr. 
Scale in 
discussing 
the 
matter 


somewhat fully. He expressed the 
opinion that 
three 
steps which 


added much to efficient tax collec- 
tion consist of: first, the develop-
